OBITUARY. 


David Myers. 

Another well-known citizen of Chicago has 
passed away. David Myers, whose death oc- 
curred on the 26th inst. at Eigin, where he was 
temporarily living, has been a resident of Chi- 
cago for the past-twenty years, and, althourh 
comparatively a young man, has been promi- 
neutly connected with a number of important 
Chicago enterprises, especially ot a railroad 
character. He will be recollected more receatly 
in connection with the “Myers Fireless Loco, 
motive,“ that some few years ago drew the cars 
on the Hyde Park extension of the South Side 
street-car line. To the genius of Mr. Myers is 
to be credited the first successful air-brake, used 
for several years on the Michigan Central and 
other railroads. 

Mr. Myers possessed marked scientific attain- 
ments of that practical nature which led 
numerous important inventions, while the ster- 
lig integrity of his character gave him the con- 
tidence of capitalists whose codperatnon be nad 
occasion to secure in the development of his 
various projects. 

He died at the age of 4 yearsof paralysis of 
the brain, the first attack of which occurred 
four years ago, since which time be has been

portion of the Irish people. It may be asked 
then with some anxiety what may be the 
ultimate result of this political duel between 
the Lrish people and the Government of En- 
gland? It is impossible that the present con- 
dition of things can continue. ‘The country 
is not governed in the ordinary sense, for 
ordinary government means confidence in 
and wbedience to the laws, _ which 
to a very large extent are wanting in Ireland. 
Any Executive can maintain peace as peace 
is maintained in this country at present, for 
anybody, as a famous Italian statesman re- 
marked, can govern in a state of siege, and 
Mr. Bright has declared, in a similar spirit, 
that force is no remedy. What, then, is the 
remedy? It does not appear that there is 
any remedy for the Irish people in Partia- 
ment. Bi its innumerable have been brought 
in by the Irish members at the express wish 
and earnest desire of their constituents, to 
be outvoted by the English and Scotch mem- 
bers.

Its earnings were 
$1,400,000 less than its expenses, and the 
deficit was made up by the sale of bonds, of 
whith $5,000,000 were added to its indebted- 
ness, Its capital is $89,000,000, more than 
half of it water. In 1868 there was a scrip 
dividend of 80 per cent, and in 1869, upon the 
consolidation of the Central with the Hud- 
son River Road, a scrip dividend of 27 per 
cent more was made on Central and one of 
8 per cent on the Hudson Rivyr stock. 
Here we have a perfect illustration of the 
attitude of these Wal! street railroad men to 
the rest of the country. They create paper 
obligations far in excess of the value of their 
properties, and then insist that, no matter 
whether crops are short or whether their 
own management has been imbecile or ecor- 
rupt, the gdountry must be milked to pay div- 
idends ou their “tissue ballots.” The New 
York Central was plunged last year into a 
railroad war, of which there has never been 
but one intelligible explanation. That is, 
that it was conceived and executed for the 
purely speculative purposes of its Vander- 
blit managers. Millions were lost which the 
pablic must paßt. Railroad debt is really 
public debt. The people pay it—principal 
and interest. To have it created by methods 
like those of the New York Central is a form 
of public robbery which must be stopped— 
“peaceably if we cah, forcibly if we must.”

THE CITY COUNCIL AND THE HIGHWAY- 
5 MEN 


The Exceutive Committee of the Citizens’ 
Association have jist issued a report of an 
investigation by them of the alarming in- 
créase of crimes of violence and robbery 
committed on the streets by persons who 
may be styled fuotpads or high waymen. 

The committee point out the fact now gen- 
erally conceded that the police force of the 
city is wholly inadequate. The whole patrol 
force ot the city is but 444 men, of whom 
forty-four are detailed for telegraphic wagon 
duty, leaving 402 for general or permanent 
duty, and of these but 250 are availabie for 
night service. The population of the city is 
estimated at 600,000, and the area under 
police jurisdiction is forty square miles. 
While, New York has a policeman for every 
500 of the population, and Boston one for 
every 600, Chicago has but one for. every 
1, 400 of population. 

Adequate additions might made to the 
police force were it not there are no 
ready means to pay the new men, and the 
city is not permitted to go into debt perma- 
nently or temporarily for that purpose, and 
the Council refuses to make the dram-shops 
furnish the money. 

The Citizens’ Association, while very prop- 
erly rebuking the poiicy whieh has reduced 
the total assessment of the taxable property 
of the city to the ridiculous sum of $135,- 
000,000, and also rebuking the shameful 
apathy of the taxpayers in all matters per- 
taining to municipal affairs, points out also 
véry clearly that an immediate remedy tor 
the want of means can be provided by a 
suitable increase bes the tates of. dram-shop 
li¢enses. 

There aye now 8. 700 licensed saloons doing 
„business in this city. The annual fee for 
a license on these shops is buf $52. This 
meaare pittance has the double effect of en- 
couraging hundreds of utterly unsuitable 
persons to engage in the trafiic to an extent 
that leads to a vast increase of crime and to 
a general demoralization, and is far beyond 
any néedful public demand. There are alto- 
gether too many saloons for public peace and 
order; too many saloons te enable the ** busi- 
ness to be conducted free from crime and 
disorder, and the revenue from them is alto- 
gether too small to meet a tithe of the ex- 
penditure for police services made necessary 
by the saloon traffic. 

All this is well known and understood by 
the Aldermen, Mayor, and officers of the City 
Gdvernitient. Every member of the City 
Council is aware of the facts. They all know 
that thé present police force is Wholly insuf- 
ficient; they all know that the fee for saloon 
licenses is ridiculously inadequate; they all 
know that there is ouly one patrolman now 
available for every fifteen saloons and their 
products, and they know that the only pos- 
siife meats by which sufficient revenue can 
be obtained to support an adequate police 
foree is by increasing the rate of saloon 
licenses. 

The rate of saloon licenses should be in- 
creased not to $100 each, as is proposed by 
Hilldreth in the Council, but in round num- 
bers to not less than 6500. 

The effect of such a change would be to 
reduce the number of saloons tiearly one- 
half, or. say 2,000, which is sufficient for 
all the heeds of the bibulous population. The 
revenue therefor would be;

As the saloon business. ia this city is enor- 
mously profitable, the gross income being 
computed as exceeding $12,000,000 a year, 
two-thirds of which is profit, itis possible the 
reduction in the number of persons engaged 
in it may fall short of one-half of the pres- 
ent number, in which case, if the number of 
saloons continues greater than is expected, 
the evil wili be to some extent compensated 
by a still greater revenue. 

Our city is not half lighted at night for 
want of money. Instead of three or four 
feet burners they should be six or seven feet, 
and set closer together in the denser portions 
of the city. The streets are disgracefully 
dirty and not kept in half repair, all for lack 
of money. A million a year derived fram a $500 
license system would pay the cost of doub- 
ling the t police force, the cost of twiee 
as much street lamp-light, and keep the streets 
decently clean and in respectable repair. 
All these facts are well Known to every 
member of the City Governmept, including 
the Mayor and members of City Coun- 
cil. But the city saloov-iidden Ceuneil will 
not increase the rate ot dramshup licenses. 
The Couneil cofitatis too many ginslingers, 
and as a body is too cowardly even to bring 
such a preposition to a direct vote, and the 
Council gets no encouragement from the

But failing this, a public meeting ora 
dozen of them can effectively appeal to the 
Legislature to amend the general act incor- 
porating cities by fixing a uniform rate 
of saloon license throughout the State, such 
as is operating so beautifully and success 
fully in Nebraska and in Michigan, and which 
in due time will be adopted in every State in 
the Union. Such a law will command the 
support of the mass of the people of the 
whole State, and will relieve the cowardly 
City Councils of all cities of farther respon- 
sibility on the subject. 

To the Legislature ot the State the people 
of this city should appeal with some degree 
of certainty tliat the appeal will be granted.

A STIFF MONOPOLY. 

Any one whe wishes te see how the tariff 
breeds monopoly can find a beautiful illus- 
tration in the development of the starch mo- 
nopoly. This is one of the newest and stiff- 
est combinations that have been made to con- 
trol the price of a necessary of lite. Starch 
is made to be used as a stiffener, and any 
one who wants a certificate of. the virtues of 
the American article needs only to look at 
the rigidity of the monopoly established by 
the manufacturers with the help of the tarilf. 

To set up a monopoly means to cut off 
competition. ‘The first step in the starch 
monopoly was to prevent the American 
starch consumer from buying his starch 
abroad. This was accomplished by putting 
on its importation a duty of 114 per cent. 
Under the prohibitive action of this out- 
rageous embargo the purchases of corn or 
potato starch abroad dropped at such a rate 
that bet ween 1879 and 1881 they declined from 
1,572,459 pounds to 35,896, 

The next move in the extermination of 
competition was to destroy home rivalry 
With the would-be monopolists. For this 
object, the popular deyice of a “ corner” 
was resorted to. The principal manufact- 
urers in the West met a few months ago, 
and pooled themselves under the name of the 
“National Starch Company.” ‘This combi- 
nation covers half tie $5,000,000 of capital in- 
vested in the business in the United States, 
and has two reasons for béing: One is to 
keep up the tariff so the people cannot buy 
any of the * pauper starch” of Europe, and 
the other is to keep up prices at home so that 
the monopglists may control both sides of 
the bargain every time that starch is bought 
or sold. 

The first thing the combination did was to 
fix the price at which its members should sell 
their product. Naturally, they put some of 
their own stuff into the quotations, and the 
market reports the next day announced that 
the prices of starch “had stiffened.” The 
next meeting of the sovereigus of the trade 
to determine how much starch- users shall 
be taxed will be held in Cincinnati on Jan. 
16. But the buyers who are to be taxed will 
not be represented there. Taxation without 
representation has always been the motto of 
monopolists, whether royalist or republican. 

Since the tariff on starch, like all the rest 
of it, is for the protection of American labor, 
the loss of our liberty in bargaining as to 
what we shall pay for starch will lose part of 
its sting if we find that the starch-workers 
get stiff wages. Their employers have in- 


‘duced the Government to add 114 per cent to 


the price of any competing starch from 
abroad, and they cannot decently do less 
than to pay the taxpayers who are in their 
employ, not 114 per cent, but something bet- 
ter than the average. Well, the average 
wages pald in the manufacturing industries 
of the United States is, according to the cen- 
sus, $546 a year, and in the starch industry 
it is $252. 

As in the iron, the silk, the cotton, the 
woolen, so in the starch manufacture, the 
practical result of twenty years of unflinch- 
ing application of the fanciful theories of 
protection is that he protected working- 
mah gets less pay than the unprotected! 

This crystallization of industry into monop- 
oly that has been accomplished in the starch 
manufacture is going on all through the 
country. Our ꝙpast line is a dead line drawn 
by the laut finger of tariff monopoly, shut- 
ting foreigti manufacturers out, and, let it not 
be forgotten, shutting American manufact- 
urers in. Secured from outside competition, 
the great industries are. rapidiy forming 
themselves into rings and combinations to 
destroy domestie competition. While the 
starch pool are levying a voluntary assess- 
ment” in the arbitrary price of starch on the 
working-people of the country, including 
their own underpaid employs, other pools are 
squeezing extra pay out of them for their 
tools, matches, coal, cotton shirts, woolen 
coats, and pretty much everything else. This 
is proteetion, and its practical operation is 
steadily reducing us all to a condition of 
servitude to rings and monopolies. 


A MISTAKEN POPE. 

The Pope of Rome approaches the new 
year with a more sanguine spirit than he 
has manifested for a long tim e even, 
like Mark Tapley, manifests a determination 
to be jolly under small provocation and amid 
adverse circumstances. From his se)f-incar- 
ceration in the Vatican he looks out upon 
the world and fancies that he behoids not 
alone a modus vivendt. with the recently re- 
caicitrant Powers which have denied his 
temporal power, but a certainty that they are 
seeking shelter in the holy places“ within 
the Vatican from the waves of republican- 
ism which are beginning to gather head and 
threaten the poWer of the sovereigns. His 
most recent utterances are conciliatory in 
tone. They lack the complaints with which 
they have hitherto been burdened, and they 
fail altogether in displaying that bitterness of 
spirit which characterized the fulminations 
of his predecessor. 

It is not altogether clear what has made 


this sudden change ot tone unless it be that 2 
having established coneiliatory relations with . 


Germany, he has now succeeded in coming 
to an understanding with Russia, and is on 
terms of friendship with the head of another 
great church, and fancies that these two 
Pewers are ready to sue for protection 
against the encroachments of democracy on 
the one hand and the more dangerous men- 
aces of radicalism on the other. In consid- 
eration of su¢h a protectiom he may fancy 
that at the füttme time these Powers will lend 
nim their aid to reeover the temporal power 
in Italy. Were the connection between them 
anything but a political one, there might be 
hopes perhaps for such an interchange of as- 
sistance. Germany did not seek an alliance 
with the Vatican from any love ef the 
churth or from ‘any desire to 94

It may be that Russia in some indefinit 
way fancies that it is better to be on good 
terins with. the Vatican while she pursues 
her intrigues in Turkey and troubles 
are brewing on the Russo-German frontier. 
It is a very little matter to allow Rome to re- 
appoint her Bishops in Poland, and in case of 
trouble it may help ber to keep the Poles 
pacified and have the influence of Rome ex- 
erted in that direction, but beyond this it is 
not. likely that the new arrangements in- 
volve anything more important than that 
Russia will occupy the same position towards 
the Vatican as Germany and Austria in case 
of war. 

Were the Pope to reéstablish relations with 
every Power in Europe it would not alter his 
relations to the existing conditions of modern 
thought and progress, nor would it advance 
hima an inch towards the recovery of his 
temporalitles. Whatever relations Germany“ 
and Russia may establish with the Vati- 


can grow out of political considerations 


entirely, and in any emergency requiring 
it the Vatican would be thrown over 
board without cegemony. The time has 
long passed when papal legates or embassies 
can threaten sovereigns with excommuni- 
cation if they do not execute the purposes of 
Rome. The time has long passed since the 
power of the Vatican was of any service in 
protect any nation against its enemies. 
The time has passed when any Power in Eu- 
rope will dare to interfere in Italy and de- 
stroy her unity and freedom. All Christen- 
dom would rise in protest against it. The 
silent forces of reason, of thought, of sel- 
ence, ahd of civilization have been making 
rapid progress during this century, and Ger- 
many, Austria, and Russia combined could 
not tow the Pope against their powerful cur- 
rent. The Pope, therefore, looks out of the 
windows of his voluntary prison upon a de- 
ceptive spectacle if he thinks the Powers of 
Europe are seeking his influence and good 
will in consideration of restoring him to his 
temporality. Let him content himself with 
his spiritual functions and prerogatives, and 
he will have a Happy New Y ear.

GRAMMAR IN THE SCHOOLS. 

Practical methods of teaching are gradu- 
ally making inroads upon the old system of 
cramming. At the meeting of the City Doard 
of Edueation Thursday evening last a reso- 
lution was adopted directing the Committee 
on Text-Books to Inquire into the expedien- 
cy of banishing grammar (by the old meth- 
od of teaching) from the schodls. Dr. Bur- 
rows was shocked. He proposes to am- 
plify rather than curtail the old rule-cram- 
ming system. He thinks pupils need a big 
dose of Gould Brown,” and doubts whether 
the results of the modern system at Quincy 
and Boston will surpass that of twenty and 
fifty years ago.” On the other hand, Mr. 
Keith thinks thé grammar should be sent to 
the high school. For the benefit of Dr. Bur- 
rows and others who reverence antiquity, we 
beg to show some of the grammatical results 
of the old system in Norfolk County, Mas- 
sachusetts. When Mr. Walton examined the 
schools of that county with a view to ascer- 
tain exactly what the pupils acquired under 
the old system, hie established a test of En- 
glish composition by requiring pupils to read 
a certain narrafive and then write their 
version of it. “Phe test was Applied to 
children who were in the grammar grade 
and had been eight years in school. Fol- 
lowing is the test narrative:

The Hon. John F. whens M. C., has made 
a strong appeal in his paper, the Citizen, to 
the Irishmen of the Northwest to aid in rais- 
ig a fund for the relief of Mr. Parnell, 
whose estate is incumbered with a debt of 
$65,000, The pressure of this financial. bur- 
den upon him is largely due to the absorp- 
tion of his time, his talent, and his money in 
the cause of Ireland, and Mr. Finerty has done 
a very grateful and graceful thing in appeal- 
ing to Irish-Americans to come forward 
spontaneously and pay off this debt, which 
even then falls far short of canceling the 
great obligation due from tne Irish people 
to Mr. Parnell. Such action is not without 
precedent, for both Mr. Grattan and Mr. 
O’Connell were the recipients of handsome 


popular testimonials, though both these 


patriots combined did not accomplish so 
much practical and material good for Ire- 
land as Mr. Parnell. 

For a long time Mr. Parnell has been the 
advocate, the counselor, the guide, and the 
champion of the whole Irish people. Though 
allied in part to the aristocracy, he has és- 
poused the cause of the poor, the ignorant, 
and the suffering, and has bearded the British 
lion in his den to demand justice for them. 
He has flung all the privileges of casve aside 
— = ped down from his position to plead 

of the people, has suffered im- 
> os nee in their behalf, and now finds 
himself involved in financial difficuity on 
their account, which he might have avoided 
had he chosen to give his time to the cares of 
his estate instead of to the miseries of his 
people. In 1879 it was his ‘voice more than 
any other that roused the world to the relief 
of Ireland from the distress threatened by 
famine, and from that time to this 
he has been Ireland’s foremust advocate. 
No man has ever forced such concessions 
from the English Government, or done so 
much to mitigate the abuses practiced by 
landlords, or placed the Irish tenants so 
firmly on their feet. Through his skill, elo- 
quénce, ahd courage he has made for them 
a vantage-ground from which they cannot 
be driven, and which furnishes them the op- 
portunity for further advance. The little 
debt upon his estate is but $65,000. How 
small it seems in comparison with the 
$15,000,000 of rent he has lifted from the 
burdens of irish tenant-farmers. And this 
is notone-half of the total of relief which will 
come to them through his efforts in the 
future. 

It there be any gratitudein the composi- 
tion of the Irish people—and gratitude is one 
of their vaunted national virtues—they will 
heartily and enthusiastically respond to Mr. 
Finerty’s appeal and raise the required 
amount at once, and it will do no harm if 
the subscription exceeds the amount. Irish- 
Americans at least ought to raise half the 
amount, and Irishmen on the other side the 
other half, and do it with a rush. If they do 
not, it will be very shabby treatment of the 
man who has neglected his own business, 
sacrificed his comfort, his time, and his 
money for them, and compelled the British 
Government to make concessions in favor of 
the Lrish people whose value cannot be esti- 
mated in money and whose full results will 
be not completely realized until far in the 
future,

At first sight one would faney this to be

and her regular escort, Freddie. But at sec- 
ond sight no advertising of this kind is 
necessary with Mme, Nilsson, as her busi- 
ness is assured, and Mr. Abbey’s only anx- 
iety is how to prevent houses from tumbling 
down with the weight of their immense 
audiences. It will be further observed that 
the stately Christine does not deny the soft 
impeachment.

IRRESISTIBLE VERSUS IMMOVABLE. 

Generations of children and other philoso- 
phers have tried in vain to find out what 

would be the result if an immovable obje 
should be struck by an irresistible one. This 
baffling question has taken on a very practi- 
cal shape in the encounter in New York be- 
tween the Legislative Committee investi- 
gating corners and the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. The committee, armed with the au- 
thority of the State, wants to know,” and 
the company, intrenched in its millions, says 
the committee sha’n’t know anything. The 
committee asks its questions of Secretary 
Flagler, and he tells it to mind its own busi- 
ness.. It sends for President Rockefeller 
and asks him. and he, too, urbanely bids it 
not to pry into affairs that are none of its 
business. . 

The committee represents the sovereign 
State of New York, and is therefore irre- 
sistible. The company represents itself, the 
Oil King, and is immovable. 

An irresistible committee of Congress once 
huried itself against this immovable con- 
cern and didn’t budge it worth a cent. Con- 
gress wanted to find out for the sake of 
other worthy young men what were the 
secrets by which a poor young bookkeeper 
and his day-laborer partner got dictatdrial | 
control of a great industry like the oil busi- 
ness. The only answer it got was, mind your 
own business! 

The irresistible Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania cannot make the immovable Stand- 
ard Oil Company pay its taxes. The- whole 
apparatus of its courts and its Legislature 
has been brought into the onset, but the 
company stands just where it did before, as 
solid and unruffled as the Sphinx while 
Mark Twain’s friend was hatimering its 
cheek. 

The fact is that the Standard people, who 
are very practical, have found out just what 
Governments are for and how to use them. 
The function of State and National Govern- 
ments is to grant charters and to delegate to 
enterprising peoplé, like Rockefeller and 
Flagler, the exereise of sovereign powers, 
such as those of eminent domain. The first 
enables the. to control the markets, and the 
second enables them to confiscate anybody’s 
property that lies in the way of the tracks 
and pipe lines they wish to put down. Once 
granted these become “ vested rights,” and 
how they are exercised is none of the public's 
business. 

The cloud of deteat that settled down upon 
the Irresistible Legislative Committee, when it 
collided with the immovable Standard Oil 
Company has one silver lining: Rockefeller 
was urbane.. The committee got off cheap. 
Some day, if this foolish business of prod- 
ding our monopolists in their lairs is kept 
up, somebody is going to get hurt. These 
great men cannot be expected to staud every-

The company ts in the habit of crect- 
ing at the request of any proprietor or occupant 
of a hotel, office, exchange, Board of Trade 
bank, or other place in most of the cities of 
the Union, and especially in Chicago, 
for the avcommodationa of such owner, occu- 
pant, or proprietor, wires from the other lines 
vot the company and placing tclegraph in- 
struments in such offices, etc.. furnishing

The club bad in 
view, when it extended this invitation, the fact 
that it would be a wise move to have the repre- 
sentatives ot Chicago's commercial interests 
meet with their representatives in the Legisia- 
ture, and exchange views on important topics 
which would be discussed and passed upon dur- 
ing the session, especially the question of 

, HIGH LICENSE, 
which has been agitated recently. The im- 
portance of this social meeting of lawmakers 
and business-men will be readily seen, and it 
demonstrated the fact that the first representa- 
tives of the commercial interests of Chicago 
recognized the great importance of wise legis- 
lation on the all-absorbing liquor question. 

The following members cf the Legislature re- 
sponded to the invitation and were present as 
guests of the club: H. A. Parker and William H. 
Harper, of the Second District; J. Frank Law- 
rence and J. L. Parrish, of the Fourth District;

MR. A. A. CARPENTER, 

the well-known President of the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation, and the representative of the lumber 
interest iu the club, who is an ardent su 


fare of society, introduced the subject of high 
licenses in a brief but earnest speech. He de- 
voted attention both to the mbral as weil 
as the tinancial aspect of the question, allud- 
ing first to the prevaience of crime 
at present in the city aud the iasecurity of life 
and property. The time oad come when meas- 
ures for the relief of the orderly people of the 
city should be adopted, and the Legisiature 
sbould lose no time in making laws to end. 
A higher license for the salooa interest was de- 
manded by 8 city in the State, and particu- 
larly Chicago. it was an acknowledged fact 
that the liquor ‘traflic was responsible for the 
greater portion of the crime committed, and it 
should be compelled to aid commensurately in 
relieving society from the danger which it was 
constantiy placing it in. A 3500 license for 
saloons was sufficiently small. and that should be 
the minimum. lu addition to reducing the uum- 
ber of satouns a revenue would be levied that 
would sive the city something like adequate po- 
hee protection. The gentieman sincerely hoped 
that the needed legisiation would be insisted 
upon by the Cook County delegation and adypt- 
ed by the Legislature. 
REPRESENTATIVE H. A. PARKER, 
of Hyde Park, from the Second District, was 
called upon. and gave his views on the high-li- 
cense question briefly and poiutedly. He said 
that when he was running for the oilice be had 
been opposed both dy the prohibinonists and 
the liquor-dealers. The former had opposed 
him on the ground that be was not a strong 
probibitionist, and the latter bad made a fight 
against him because they cinimed be was an ad- 
vocate vf prohioition. Astar as bewas per- 
sonaliy concerned he would say that be did not 
think probibidon practicabie—if he did be would 
bein for itneartily, and, it unecessary, would go to 
Springtieid on his hands and knees to advovate tt. 
But iv view of the fact that be did not consider 
probibition practicable, the speaker said, be was 
in favor et the next best thing and would vote 
and work for the high license measure. It was 
apparent wat Representative Packer's senti- 
ments met with favor. 
MR. HENRY W. KING, 
the representative ot the clothing interest in the 
ciub, spoke briefly in favor of high licenses, and, 
addressing the representatives of Cook County 
present, urged them to do all in their power to 
secure the oecessary legislation in that direc- 
tion. Chicago was sorely in need of the restrain- 
ing intluence that such a measure would carry 
with it, and the sooner M was adopted the bet- 
ter. Crime was rampant, and as wost of it 
undoubtedly emanated from the saloous they 
should be reduced in number and made to pay 
tor the protection of the people. 
MANAGER J. H. M’VICKER 
was called upon to express his ideas of the ques- 
tion under discussion. He stated briefly that ne 
did not tavor the idea ef State legislation on the 
liquor question, but believed that it would be 
much better that the city should be given con- 
trot of the whole matter, that is, as far as the 
city was concerned. The speaker paid some ar- 
tention to the necessity of some sort of legisia- 
tion to that end, and thought that a 49 — of 
u u licenses should be adopted as a solution of 
the problem. 

REPRESENTATIVE J. FRANK LAWRENCE, 
of the Fourth District, assured the gentiemen of 
the club that he wasin favor of high license, 
and he would use his utmost endeavor while at 
Springheld to secure the passage of a bill to that 
evect. Ho fully appreciated the necessity of 
the adopdon of such a law for the better protec- 
tun of “he; ople at large, and he believed the 
present ley Aature would adopt it. 

BIsHOP CHENEY 
treated the matter froma moral point of view, 
expressing it as his velief that if prohibition was 
not practicable the high-liceuse system should 
be worked for. ‘The growth of the liquor 
trafic bad been alarming in this city during the 
last few years, and unless this growth was 
checked a serious condition of morals would 
be the certain result. He sincerely hoped that 
the lawmakers of [llinois, and especially of this 
county, would do their whuie duty as regarded 
this vital question, and take some decisive stepa 
to check tue rise of an evil which would under- 
mine greater cities than Chicago. 
MR. JOHN n. DRAKE, 
of the Grand Pacitic Hotel, was in favor of a 
hizher license, and was willing that it should bo 
piaced ata point that would permit the exist- 
ence of only respectable saloons. As a moral 
and financial measure a higher license was de- 
manded by the people of Chicago and the State. 
BEPRESENTATIVE J. L. PARISH, 
of the Fourth District, was somewhat indisposed, 
and did not speak at length in consequeuce of 
faintness. But he piedged bis support to all 
measures forthe good ol the people, and in- 
turmed the club chat be had prepared a bili look- 
ing to the advance of the present license of the 
liquor traffic as well as the better protection of 
society. 
MR. C. M. HENDERSON, 
the boot and shoe manufacturer, was in favor of 
imposing the highest possible license oa the 
liquor traffic, which he would abolish aitogether 
if it were possibile to doso; and he wasted to 
he the Legislature take early acgon ou the sub- 
ect. 
REPRESENTATIVES WILLIAM H. HARPER AND 
E. D. COOKE 
were obliged to leave the city for Springfeld on 
the 9 o'clock train, and were forced, in conse- 
queue. to leave the bauquet-hall before the 
speech-making was begun. ‘To a representative 
Harper stated chat he 
should vote for the high<-livcense bili, as he be- 
lieved it to be the only solution of the vexa- 
tious liquor question, Mr. Cooke seconded ais 
colleague, und expressed similar views. 

The party adjourned at about half-past 10 
o'clock, and all appeared well pleased with the 
discussion of the evening.

What Some of the Commissioners Re-

With paper 
fasteners the same rule applied—the bids bemg 
from one cent to $3 per 1 and ia each case 
the uppermost figure was charged. | Taking up 
inks it was found that cardinal and “ car- 
mine in pint bottles had been contracted for 
atone cent per dozen, out the bills show that 
quarts of “Carter's carmine” were bought in- 
stead, and billed at from $1.75 to $2 per dozen, 
and that Arnold's inks contracted for at $4.80 

r dozen for quarts have been billed at 86. 

‘hen aguin. “sponge rubbers were contracted 
for at one cent a dozen, but were found billed 
at 75 cents apiece, and while sealimg-wax was 
contracted at one cent a pound it was charged 
for at the rate of 25 cents per pound, and an 
inferior articie furnished. and rubber rulers, 
contracted for at one cent a dozen, were found 
to have been billed at $4.50 per dosen. 

The Commissioners say these apparent and un- 
explained irreguiarities are bad enough, but they 
also found them, they allege, to be only a drop 
in the bucket. Turning to the contracts, it was 


found that 
TAX-BLANK AWARDS 

had been made as follows: Medium“ paper, 
one cent per. quire; “royal,” 55 cents; super- 
royal, 6; and “imperial,” 80. The “super- 
royal” aud medium had been used, it ap- 
peurs, as the standard sizes, but after the con- 
tracts were let some one changed the size of the 
paper to double-demy.“ which is practically 
the same as “imperial,” except that we latter 
isa little larger, and is said to be a little more 
costly. Wheu the bills eame in the price charged, 
however. was $2.60 per quire, nearly double 
what the bianks are alleged to be worth. But 
this was not all, for, there beimg no bids for 
“double-demy ” biunks, nor for binding them, 
the binding bill was to follow. It came in for 
125 books at $7 per volume, whereas the contract 
tor binding the imperial size was 82.75 per 
volume. 

These things, if correct, ought to be sufficient 
to condemn the schedule system of inviting pro- 

ls, and also the Commissioners or au 

ties who have been so uegligent of their duties 
aud the public interest as to tolerate such an 
order of thiogs. They have been outrageously 
remiss, to all appearances, not only in ordermg 
goods, but also in receiving and paying for 
them.

THE HOODLUMS’ REVENGE. 


Destruction of James Griffin’s Cottage, 
the Scene of the Christmas Murder. 
The people living in the vicinity of ‘Tilden 

avenue and Aberdeen street will never torget 
the present holiday season, for it has deen 
marked in that neighborhood by some very 
thrilling events. Christmas night James Grif- 
fla, a gray-nDaired old man lem at No. 82 Til- 
den avenue, kaifedand killed John Mangia, a 
young hoodium whose home was just across the 
aveaue, and yesterday morning the house which 
sheltered Gritfia and his aged wife was fired and 
ruined by the pals, it is supposed, ot the dead 
hoo dium, 

The inquest on the body of Johnuie Man- 
gin was heid Friday afternoon at tne Desplaines 
Street Station. Originally it had been decided 
to hold the inquest the day before at the hum- 
bie home of the Managing, but the time and place 
were changed by the advice of the police, who 
learned that a very tough gang of friends of 
Johnnie Mangin were beut upon appeuring at 
the inquest, and were liable tocreate trouble. 
Their dead comrade bad been a sort of leader 
among them, and the life of the maa who 
killed him would not be worth much in 
their hands.

Why the Northern and Southera Pres 
byterian Churches Do Dot Unite, 

In the läst number of the Adva the 
Rev. R. W. Patterson has anarticleon the 
“Fraternal Relations Betweer the Northern 
and the Southern Presbyterian Churches.“ 
After recapitulating the various overtures 
made by the General Assembly of the North- 
ern Church to the Southern Assembly for the 


purpose of preparing the way for the estab- 
lishinent of fraternal relations, closing with 
the nctlon taken at the Atlanta and Spring- 
field Assemblies in May, 1882, he says: 

Since the adjournmentof the two assembles 
in May herculean efforts were made by leading 
men at the Suvuth toinduce the Presbyterics of 
the Southern Church to repudiate the action of 
the Atlanta Assembly. at the majority of the 
Presbyteries have ratified that action. In the 
course of the discussions, however, important 
facts have been developed, The first is that 
chief objection to correspondence between the 
two assemblies is that it will be likely to eud in 
organic union, to which such leaders as Drs. 
Parner and Dabney are resolutely opposed, on 
sectional grounds and also for doctrinal rea- 
sons, diieging, as they do, that the Northern

Rules for the Government of the Cath- 
elie Clergy in New York. 

The fourth Diocesan Synod of the Catholic 
episcopate and clergy,of New York met re- 
ceutly and laid down several regulations of 
considerable interest: 

No new church ts to be built, nor important 
additions made to those already built, with, 
out consulting the Cardinal er Archbishop. 
Rectors are warned not to load with debts 
rashly the churches committed to them. The 
collecting of money at the doors of churches 
before allowing the faithtul to enter and com- 
mund is specially prohibited, and wherever 
such custom exists it must cease forthwith. 
Pienies and excursions for so-called pious 
purposes must cease unless the special per- 
mission of the Diocesan is obtained. Thees- 
tablishment of Catholic schools is recom- 
mended as timely and necessary. The 
secret societies, even those which 
have. an ostensibly good object in view, 
are condémbed. And it is directed that 
priests must not appear at public theatres, 
profane spectaciés, horse-races, and other 
amusements of this kind within or without 
the diocese. Nor are they allowed to lay 
wagers or make bets on horse-races. If they

her pious uses. There must not be a dou- 
ble mMarriage-ceremouy—one before a priest 
and the other-before a civil official The 
priest must not lend his office’ to these who 
have already gone or whom he thinks pro- 
pose afterwards to go to a heterodox minis- 
ter to be joined in wedjock. The custom 
fixed of having the last mass on Sunday be- 
gin at 11 o’clgck must be observed, and no 
pastor may iffringe on it without consulting 
the Cardinal. If a funeral sermon is preached 
it should be short, and not full of Ta 
praises of the deceased. ‘The custom of loac 
ing the coffins of adults with flowers is 
approved as foreign to the mind of 1 
church and to the common sense of the pres- 
ent age.

The packing of this city to date since the cio 
of October is estimated at 1,480,000 bogs, again 
1,468,000 for the last two months of 1881. 

Flour was quiet, but a big lot sold on Friday 
afternoon made the record a rather large one. 
The feeling was firm. Other z milistuffs were 
tame. 

Wheat was rather more active, and averaged 
firmer, advancing % early, falling back, and 
closing a shade above the latest prices of Fri- 
day. London quoted a decline ot 6d per quarter 
on cargoes to arrive, and our receipts were 
somewhat larger, with light shipments. But 
there was a fair number of buying orders from 
outside, which caused the early advance. It 
was supposed that the better demand was due 
to fears that the recent weather is bad for win- 
ter wheat, the land being moist or wet over 
jarwe areas, which wohid give ice sheets in the 
event of frost and kill the seed. This feeling 
led to relative strength on May deliveries. There 
was a fair demand for car-lots of No. 2, but the 
lower grades were littic wanted.
